File No. 5/25/78/El.—’Trade with Nepal will be regu¬ 
lated, until further orders, in accordance with the Rules & 
Instructions, issued from time to time except as provided 
hereunder, 

2. Imports from Nepal of the following primary goods 
produced in Nepal will be free from Import Trade Control 
and may be imported freely without any quantitative res¬ 
trictions:— 

(1) Agriculture, horticulture and forest produce and 

minerals which have not undergone any processing, 

(2) Rice, pulses and flour, 

(3) Timber, 

(4) Jaggery (gur and shakhar) 

(5) Animal, birds and fish, 

(6) Bees, bees-wax and honey, 

(7) Raw wool, goat hair, and bones as are used in the 

manufacture of bone-meal, 

(8) Milk, home made products of milk and eggs, 

(9) Ghani-produced oil and oilcakes, 

(10) Ayurvedic and herbal medicines, 

(11) Articles produced by village artisans ai are mainly 

used in villages. 

3. Manufactured articles containing not less than 80 per 
cent of Nepalese material or Nepalese and Indian materials 
may be imported freely without any quantitative or import 
wrntrol restrictions. Procedures to determine eligibility of 
industrial products for these concessions and for the verifica¬ 
tion of the values of different components of Nepalese indus¬ 
trial products to qualify under this para will be established 
separately. Pending finalisation of these procedures, a list 
of articles produced in Nepal of which the import will be 
allowed freely without quantitative or import control restric¬ 
tions appears in the Annexure to this Public Notice. 

4. Unless otherwise provided, exports from India to Nepal 
will be regulated in accordance with the export policy in 
force from time to time.
